Specifically, the case involved a man who lived in a Melbourne 
suburb (Australia) who manipulated the share price of an American company 
by posting information on the Internet and sending E-mail messages around 
the globe that contained false and misleading information about the 
company. The Australian Securities and Investments Commission prosecuted, 
the offender for distributing false and misleading information with the> 
intention of inducing investors to purchase the company's stock. Another- 
case study involved conspiracy to defraud, in which a number of offenders 
located in one or a number of jurisdictions targeted a victim in one of 
those jurisdictions or some other jurisdiction. The final case study 
involved a number of offenders who targeted multiple victims located in a 
number of different countries by using essentially the same fraudulent 
strategy. Recommendations for preventing and controlling cross-border 
economic crimes include providing and sharing information, encouraging 
victims to report incidents of economic crime, reforming and harmonizing 
laws internationally to permit the effective prosecution of offenders, 
training and resourcing personnel, and publicizing outcomes.

Since each of the schools implemented the program differently, and since 
the comparison samples differed in racial, gender, and socio-economic 
status, each school was treated separately as a case study. 

Results indicated that School B, an all girls school outperformed the 
other schools on the curriculum outcome measures. This may be due to the 
increased enthusiasm, increased class planning, or the fact that they were 
held accountable for a grade. Consistent with other data, the older the 
students, the more likely they were to report taking drugs . 

Concerns regarding performance on computerized sheets, validity of 
self-report, and self-reported measurement of skill levels are discussed.

6.0%), respectively. In prospective analyses of 1,087 initially 
violence-free women, with total accrual of 2988.42 person-years of 
follow-up, there were 185 reports of incident violence (incidence rate 
= 6.19 per 100 person-years). Again, HIV-infected women with more advanced 
immunosuppression had a lower violence rate than more immunocompetent 
HIV-infected women and uninfected women (4.87, 6.92, 6.44 per 100 
person-years), respectively. Important predictors for violence included 
being younger, white, and separated or divorced; experiencing childhood 
abuse and past violence as an adult; being depressed; having low social 
support; using marijuana and crack; and having multiple sex partners. In 
addition, more advanced immunosuppression was associated with a decreased 
risk for violence among HIV-infected women in both serial cross-sectional 
and prospective multivariate analyses. These data support the need for the 
integration of HIV prevention strategies, violence counseling, and 
psychosocial interventions for this population of vulnerable women. 
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A central theme in the community policing literature is chronic 
neighborhood and place-specific crime problems that may account for a 
disproportionate share of the overall crime problem in a community. As 
communities increasingly implement nontraditional policing strategies, an 
important issue— the spatial and temporal distribution of crime in 
communities — has received relatively little attention. This issue has 
important implications for urban policing and local government's allocation 
of policing and crime prevention resources. 

The first part of the dissertation examines spatial patterns in 
residential burglary in Detroit. The effects of concentrated poverty, age 
composition, residential stability, and social capital on rates of burglary 
and repeat burglary victimization are estimated using multiple regression. 
Part two of the dissertation analyzes the Detroit Police Department's 
targeting of neighborhoods for special community-oriented policing 
programs. This analysis assesses whether past police policy differs from 
current community policing proposals that suggest police focus on crime hot 
spots and preventing repeat victimization. 

The significance of this study is linked to current themes in urban 
politics, public administration and the emergence of community policing 
as a model for urban police departments. Recent research on crime hot spots 
and repeat victimization identify them as possible levers for local 
government and police to reduce overall levels of crime. 
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Samuel Richardson's Pamela appropriates and reorients a recurring 
paradigm in earlier eighteenth-century novels by women: a female character 
creates a narrative to respond to and resist the male violence that 
threatens her or has been perpetrated against her. Through writing letters, 
telling their histories, and plotting their destinies, heroines in novels 
by Aphra Behn, Delarivier Manley, Jane Barker, Eliza Haywood, and Mary 
Davys invent selves that are resilient against male attack. Desiring not to 
be recognized as victims , these protagonists want their stories to be 
heard and regarded as credible. They seek narrative authority and reflect 
the woman novelist's own struggle to establish an authoritative voice. 
Early eighteenth-century reading material that influenced women's 
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nove'ls— trial reports , crime stories, ballads, conduct manuals, 
love-letters and the heroic romance — depict battering, forcible 
confinement, homicide, and sexual abuse (seduction and rape) as violations 
women customarily experienced within marriage, family, and courtship. Women 
novelists recreate and alter the popular narratives that inscribe women as 
vulnerable to violence and thereby claim the authority to defy conventional 
stories about women. Behn's <italic>Oroongko</italic> and Haywood's 
<italic>Love Excess</italic> juxtapose heroines murdered by their husbands 
with heroines who escape violence through writing. Manley's <italic> New 
Atalantis</italic> and Barker* s <italic>Exilius</italic> dismantle codes 
requiring daughters to submit silently to their fathers 1 abuse by 
allowing sexually violated daughters to narrate their stories and protest 
paternal violence. Haywood's <italic>The City Jilt</italic> and Davys' 
<italic>The Reform'd Coguet</italic> represent women's collective plotting 
as an empowering alternative to victimizing courtship patterns. In all 
these novels, female characters illuminate the strategies women novelists 
commonly employed to construct their authority within the confines of 
socially expected femininity, including displaying seeming compliance with 
the cultural narratives and ideologies that condone women's victimization. 
But in <italic>Pamela</italic> Richardson reinstates masculine authority by 
drawing upon the model in which women characters— and women 
novelists—assert authority through resisting violence. Richardson 
authorizes his version of an ideal female writer, and reformulates the 
conditions upon which later women novelists would claim narrative 
authority. 
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In the early 1990' s, Castro Valley, California experienced a number of 
hate crimes directed at Chinese Americans and Asian Americans. This 
clinical dissertation examines the effects of hate crimes on Chinese 
Americans and Asian Americans residing in this San Francisco Bay Area city. 
The effects of hate crimes were examined from two vantage points—direct 
and indirect victims . Additionally, treatment issues were explored to 
determine efficacious ways to treat hate crime victims . 

Hate crime victims of Asian American backgrounds were recruited from 
Castro Valley, California through a local newspaper and the newsletter, 
Asian Americans Together. Four individuals responded to the recruitment 
notice that was placed in the newsletter. One male who responded was a 
direct victim of a racially motivated hate crime. The other participants 
had experienced some form of prejudice and had been affected indirectly. 
The group was comprised of two Chinese Americans and two Japanese 
Americans, one male and one female from each group. All were over the age 
of 40. The panel of victims was videotaped and asked a series of 
questions regarding their experience with hate crimes. 

Both direct and indirect hate crime victims report having 
emotional difficulties long after their experience. All the panelists still 
struggle with trusting people not of Asian American ethnicity. There is a 
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heightened suspicion that certain social interactions could have racist 
motivations . 

Expert panelists representing different professional fields offered a 
variety of ways that hate crime victims could seek help and overcome the 
trauma of hate crime victimization. One common treatment offered was the 
need for victims to tell their story in a supportive and understanding 
environment. This could be done in group settings where even people of 
different ethnic backgrounds who share similar experiences could process 
feelings and experiences of hate crime victimization. 

This clinical dissertation is in videotape form. It is to be utilized 
for educational purposes in promoting an understanding of the effects of 
hate crimes directed at Asian Americans. A manual is included. Hopefully 
this project will help communities understand the serious impact a hate 
crime has upon the victims and all citizens . 
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The purpose of this project was for the Christian community to come 
together across racial and denominational lines to build a greater sense of 
community and to become empowered to address issues of justice and peace 
within the community. The initial and primary problems to be addressed were 
the lack of community across racial lines and the pervasive distribution 
and use of illegal drugs in this small-town community. 

To achieve the goals of the project, a coalition of church and 
community leaders from different denominational, racial, and socio-economic 
backgrounds were gathered to discuss the issues effecting our community. 
They sought to educate and raise awareness of issues throughout the 
community, and subsequently determine what the faithful response of the 
church community could, should, and must be in light of God's liberating 
Spirit of justice and peace. 

The project was initiated with the forming of an Advisory Board of the 
local pastors in Carbon Hill. The Advisory Board provided guidance and 
evaluation of the preparation and execution of the project. A fourteen 
person Community Focus Group was formed using nominations from the Advisory 
Board. The name chosen for the group and project was "Better-Together: 
Church and Community." Through a group process the Better-Together Focus 
group dealt with the complexities of the issues of community, drug abuse, 
and Christian social activism. 

The Better-Together project resulted in several positive actions 
taking place in the community. For example: a phone care-line was developed 
to report drug use or to seek help in getting off of drugs, closer and 
improved workings with the school and city leadership was achieved, support 
groups were formed, a $50,000 grant was awarded through the local housing 
authority, drug free school zones were established, as well as other 
positive expressions. The culmination of the project was a rally and march 
held in the First United Methodist Church parking lot and proceeding in a 
march throughout the community. Over 400 persons made written commitments 
at the rally to work toward a life and community free of drug and alcohol 
abuse. Truly, as a church and as a community, we are better together. 
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Bullying behavior is one form of school violence (Batsche & Knoff, 
1994). Approximately one in seven school children is in a bully/ victim 
relationship (Olweus, 1978) . Staggering reports of victims murdering 
their oppressors and then committing suicide, as a direct result of 
bullying behavior, have shocked communities all over the country 
(Greenbaum. Turner, & Stephens, 1989: Pedersen & Van Boven, 1997). No one 
goes untouched by these insidious actions. The victims , the bullies, the 
bystanders — all are affected by this form of violence. Very few step 
forward to end the bullying behavior; including school personnel. This 
qualitative interview study had three primary objectives: ascertain how 
elementary school counselors deal with bullying behavior; understand how 
counselors determine their theoretical rationale for intervention; and 
determine if there is a difference in how novice {entry level) and 
experienced (career level) counselors work with bullying behavior. Through 
a series of in-depth ethnographic interviews, the Olweus Adult Bully Survey 
(Olweus, 1983: Olweus & Smith, 1995), and the informant's personal journal, 
six elementary school counselors addressed the issues. The participants 
were representative of various age (18 years or older), gender, and ethnic 
background groups. My primary role as observer -participant was an 
interviewer. The five major findings from this study all had an impact on 
how they worked with bullying behavior. "Memories of the Past" were shared 

with voices still filled with anger and pain, as they vividly recalled 
their own bully/ victim relationships of childhood. "Recognizing the 
Present" was equally as hard as informants acknowledged the bullying 
behaviors of adults within their school communities. Trying to focus on 
specific behaviors made them aware of how they were "Struggling with the 
Term," while they were currently "Working with Children." The fifth 
finding, "Awareness of the Problem," highlighted their level of knowledge 
of the topic. Additionally, the findings provided suggested areas for 
future research and for the future education and training of elementary 
school counselors. 
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The issue of moral complicity, the censuring of one agent for offense 
committed and harm caused by another agent, is complicated by the wide 
range of cases to which it applies, by conflicting intuitions about who is 
the perpetrator and who the accomplice, and by the difficulty of 
differentiating between how the perpetrator causes harm, and how the 
accomplice contributes toward it. The issue is further obscured by 
different contexts: rational moral theory uses one set of criteria to 
identify the accomplice, common usage applies another. I seek to remedy 
these difficulties with a comprehensive theory, one providing (1) a 
definition containing the conditions necessary and jointly sufficient to 
identify the offense , and (2) an account of the justification of 
censure that accommodates both versions of complicity. This theory analyzes 
three sources of complicity: (1) Common Law's accessory liability doctrine, 
(2) Catholic moral theology's cooperation-with-evil doctrine and (3) 
public discourse — the common beliefs and sayings that Martha Nussbaum 
claims form the basis of Aristotle's philosophical method. The analysis 
yields two widely contrasting, but irreducible, versions of complicity: 
positive collaboration and toleration of evil. 

Positive collaboration stems from the standard, i.e., legal and moral 
doctrines, which share a similar objective and fact-centered rationale 
for blame, depending on a minimal moral criteria. However, positive 
collaboration, alone, ignores a significant range of cases. The contrasting 
account, toleration of evil, also satisfies the defining conditions. When 
confronted with systemic evils, such as racism and sexism, the tolerator 
fails to act according to the moral ideal of responsibility. His case 
resembles the forbearance to prevent harm found in the standard doctrines. 
While the standard doctrines, for reasons of self-interest, excuse the 
tolerator from intervening, public discourse censures him for failing to 
assume responsibility for his community. Viewing censure as a concept wider 
than mere blame, he, too is censurable, even though his failure pertains to 
the morally ideal. 

Public discourse appropriately censures the tolerator of evil as 
well as the positive collaborator because, if ideals are seen 
teleologically as moral responsibility, the agent falls short of common 
expectations about moral maturity. I conclude that a comprehensive theory 
of complicity includes both versions of complicity. 
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The issue of campus crime has received significant attention over the 
last decade, and legislation has been enacted which requires colleges and 
universities to respond to the problem. Since the passage of The Student 
Right-to-Know and Campus Security Act, followed by the Higher Education 
Amendments of 1992, campus officials have been bound by federal law to not 
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only report and publish major crimes that occur on their campuses, but 
also to establish safety and security programs and polices and create 
services for the victims of particularly violent crime. To measure the 
effectiveness of this rather recent law, this study surveyed the 
perceptions of campus officials from across the country whose lives and 
jobs are somehow influenced by this Act. 

The perceptions of campus officials in law enforcement, residence 
life, and counseling were surveyed because these individuals play a 
significant role in responding to crime and working with crime victims . A 
proportional stratified random sample of 100 colleges and universities was 
selected from the 796 institutions who submitted crime statistics to The 
Chronicle of Higher Education for their annual report on February 5, 1995. 
Each of the 100 schools were sent a total of three surveys, with a 
participant from each of the three areas receiving one survey. Follow-up 
phone interviews were then conducted with 11 participants based on their 
willingness to provide additional information. 

Each participant was asked to rank their level of satisfaction with 
crime reporting methods, victim support services and the accuracy of the 
campus crime publication on their campus. Additional information was sought 
from each participant regarding services offered by campus security 
providers, how safety and security programs were implemented, and who on 
their campus had crime reporting requirements. 

Once the research was completed, the results indicated that, in 
principle, most campus officials are satisfied that the Campus Security Act 
is a step in the right direction toward making our college campuses safer. 
They also appear reasonably satisfied with how the Act is being implemented 
at their own institutions under the circumstances. However, respondents do 
not feel that the publishing of crime statistics is an accurate indicator 
of campus safety and security.

The purpose of this project is to implement, monitor and evaluate a 
crisis prevention and crisis management program into a residential 
treatment setting. The primary goals of the crisis prevention and 
management program, known as the Cornell University 1 s Therapeutic Crisis 
Intervention project, are to: (1) provide the direct care worker with 
skills and knowledge to help children change maladaptive patterns of 
behavior; (2) de-escalate crises and to present strategies for dealing with 
upset children; (3) use crisis as an opportunity for children to learn new 
coping skills; (4) teach safe, appropriate physical restraint and 
self-protection techniques. 

Throughout the life of this 18 month project, interviews were 
conducted, questionnaires were distributed , and critical incident 
reports were collected. An advisory group met with the implementation and 
evaluation staff from Cornell University to facilitate the project. 

The project developed a triangulated evaluation methodology. During 
the first phase of this project prior to implementation staff collected 
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critical incident reports for baseline data, and developed a computer 
based data collection instrument to input the present critical incidents, 
and to assist in monitoring, measuring and analysis. Confidence 
questionnaires were administered and interviews conducted assessing current 
practice and staff attitudes. 

During the second phase of this project four trainers from the 
facility attended a five day Training of Trainers in Therapeutic Crisis 
Intervention program. Upon their return, all levels of the residential 
child care personnel attended TCI training. In addition, supervisors 
attended a special session to learn specific implementation, monitoring and 
supervisory methods to support implementation. 

The third phase, project staff conducted interviews, administered 
confidence and knowledge based tests to monitor implementation. Critical 
incident monitoring continued through this phase. Technical assistance was 
available throughout the period. Post implementation critical incident data 
was collected and contrasted to the critical incidents collected during the 
baseline period. 
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Increased awareness of HIV transmission has been associated with 
decreased reports of needle sharing among injecting drug user (IDUs) and 
unprotected intercourse among gay men. Despite this many IDUs and gay men 
report occasional incidents of high risk behaviour in certain 
situations. Psychosocial models are unable to explain why people can avoid 
HIV risk behaviour in some situations and not in others. The thesis uses a 
variety of methods to identify high risk situations for HIV transmission 
behaviour and to examine their relationship to the lifestyles and decision 
making strategies of gay men and injecting drug users. A methodology was 
developed using multiple computer simulations of injecting events to 
measure HIV risk among IDUs, and of sexual encounters to measure HIV risk 
among gay men. This was supplemented by questionnaire data. The results 
suggested that the response cost of HIV prevention, in terms of craving and 
needle availability, was primary in determining IDUs preparedness to share 

needles and that social factors were secondary. The opposite was true for 
gay men where the mutual attraction between partners was primary in 
determining the likelihood of unprotected sex and factors related to 
response cost, that is condom availability, were secondary. There appeared 
to be cultural determinants of HIV risk behaviour among IDUs and gay men. 
While more experienced IDUs were more likely to share they minimised 
their personal risk by going first. This pattern of injecting provides an 
effective dynamic for transmission with IDUs getting infected at the 
beginning of their injecting careers and progressively becoming more likely 
to infect others as their injecting experience increases and they become 
more likely to be the first to inject. Levels of HIV risk behaviour among 
gay men varied according to age, stimulant use and safe sex strategy. 
Overall, the results suggest that prevention of the spread of blood borne 
viruses among IDUs can be improved by increasing access to clean needles 
and drug treatment. The results for gay men suggest that improving HIV 
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prevention may require developing interventions which focus on 
communication between sexual partners and reflect the cultural diversity of 
the gay community. 
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The present study was designed to assess the influence of psychiatric 
testimony on jurors 1 verdicts. Subjects, who were asked to assume the roles 
of jurors, were presented with a written description of a court case in 
which the defendant pled insanity to a charge of second degree murder. Two 
expert psychiatric witnesses presented testimony. This testimony was 
systematically varied so that one fourth of the subjects received testimony 
that was favourable to the defendant's plea; one fourth of the subjects 
received testimony that was unfavourable to the defendant's plea; one 
fourth of the subjects received conflicting testimony; and the remainder 
received no testimony. Since subjects received identical accounts of the 
murder trial, with the exception of the psychiatric testimony, any 
differences in their verdicts could be attributed to the effects of the 
psychiatric testimony on their judgments about the defendant. 

The data indicated that presentation of psychiatric testimony, 
favourable to the defendant's plea, significantly increased the number of 
not guilty verdicts whereas presentation of psychiatric testimony, 
unfavourable to the defendant's plea, significantly reduced the number of 
not guilty verdicts. Conflicting testimony, on the other hand, appeared to 
have little effect on jurors' decisions. The distribution of guilty/not 
guilty verdicts obtained in the conflicting testimony condition was very 
similar to that obtained under a condition of no psychiatric testimony at 
all. 

It appears, then, that conflicting testimony tends to produce a 
cancellation of effects in that jurors are not swayed in the direction 
advocated by either of the experts. Since in the majority of criminal 
trials involving the defense of insanity jurors are presented with 
conflicting medical evidence, this finding is of particular importance. 
(Abstract shortened by UMI . ) 
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The purpose of this study was to identify the work performance 
requirements and the actual work performance of curriculum supervisors ^ in 
public schools in Pennsylvania. The curriculum supervisors were identified 
through the State's Intermediate Unit Director. There were 78 curriculum 
supervisors in Pennsylvania at the time of this study. 

Job descriptions for the supervisor of curriculum and instruction were 
requested from each of the 78 school districts in the setting in order to 
gather the necessary information to determine the supervisor's 
requirements. The actual work performances were identified through the use 
of Flannagan's critical incident technique. Critical incident reports 
were submitted by the supervisors of curriculum and instruction, 
superintendents, building principals and teachers. The data gathered from 
the job descriptions and critical incident reports submitted were 
content analyzed. 

A majority of the respondents indicate supervisors of curriculum and 
instruction need to devote more time to curriculum and instruction ^ 
activities. The work performance requirements reveal 56.6% of the job 
requirements relate to curriculum and instructional activities. 
Non-curricular and instruction activities absorb 43.4%, almost half, of the 
supervisor's work time. As a result of this study, supervisors ^ should also 
realize the importance for continued training to meet the curricular and 
instructional needs of the professional staff. 
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From 1980 to 1993, the number of inmates in state and federal prisons 
rose 200%. Throughout this expansion, the poorly-educated continued to be 
overrepresented among the nation's prisoners. At the same time, public 
concern about crime has also increased. Perhaps because immigrants share 
many demographic characteristics with criminals, public concern about 
immigration is often coupled with concern about crime. 

This dissertation empirically examines these issues central to 
sensible policy debate. Chapter one uses a unique micro-level data ^ set of 
Wisconsin inmates to show that the completion of adult basic and high 
school education programs while in prison is significantly associated with 
lower recidivism. To correct for possible positive selection bias in these 
estimates, a variety of specifications are proposed and estimated. The 
results give no indication of significant selection bias. 

Chapter two looks directly at schooling and criminal justice outcomes 
by decomposing the relationship between education and incarceration into 
two subsidiary relationships: education and committing crime and education 
and conviction (conditional upon committing crime) . Using Boston Youth 
Survey data on young males from low income neighborhoods, I find that 
additional years of schooling are associated with lower probabilities of 
both committing crime and of conviction. In a simultaneous model, the 
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negative relationship between education and criminality remains 
statistically significant. 

Chapter three, written jointly with Kristin Butcher, investigates the 
relationship between immigration into a metropolitan area and that area's 
crime rate over the 1980*3 . Using data from the Uniform Crime Reports 
and the Current Population Surveys, we find, in the cross-section, that 
cities with high crime rates tend to have large numbers of immigrants. 
However, controlling for the demographic characteristics of the cities, 
recent immigrants appear to have no effect on crime rates. When we try to 
explain changes in the crime rate in a city over time, recent immigration 
again has no effect. In a secondary analysis of individual data from the 
National Longitudinal Survey of Youth, we find that youth born abroad are 
statistically significantly less likely to be criminally active, based on a 
variety of measures. 

Implications of the empirical results for public policy are 
discussed throughout the dissertation. 
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Effective recruitment and retention of clients is a critical aspect of 
outreach methodology. This secondary analysis investigated the relationship 
between demographic matching procedures and client recruitment to, and 
retention within an outreach program designed to prevent the spread of 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) . Gender differences in self- 
reports of drug injection and needle sharing practices among 
intravenous drug users within various social relationships were examined, 
and discriminant analysis was employed to predict the sexes of 
participants . 

Following chi-square analyses of worker characteristics, strong 
relationships were found at recruitment between the sex of the outreach 
worker and that of the recruited client, and between their similar racial 
and ethnic minority characteristics. Women were recruited by other women 
(79.4%) and men by other men (93.9%) overwhelmingly. Black and Hispanic 
client recruitment to the program was greater when recruiters were of the 
same racial/ethnic background (53.0% and 47.2%, respectively). 

Chi-square analysis of the proportions of recruited clients who were 
retained found no relationship between the race/ethnicity of intake workers 
and that of retained clients. Retention was also not related to a client 
and intake worker sex match, but clients who changed workers in the course 
of the intervention selected a second worker who was of the same sex as the 
first. 

Kruskal-Wallis analysis of client characteristics indicated that at 
intake, women had higher mean ranks of sharing needles with spouses and 
sex partners compared to men. This gender difference persisted at 
follow-up. Also at intake, no gender differences emerged in sharing 
needles among friends, or strangers. However, both at intake and at 
follow-up, women were less likely than men to inject drugs alone (not 
share needles) . 

Discriminant analysis of needle sharing practices successfully 
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predicted the sexes of the participants in approximately two-thirds of the 
cases . 

These data suggest the need for alternative change strategies for 
women who inject drugs. The transmission of HIV (sexually, perinatally, 
or through sharing needles) cannot be halted unless the interpersonal 
patterns of relating to others — including spouses, sex partners, and 
service providers — can be addressed. 
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This study applying Austin Turk's norm resistance theory examines 
police- citizen encounters at domestic disputes in Charleston, SC and 
Savannah, GA. Turk's theory is abstract enough to be able to account for 
various forms of conflict (e.g., resisting arrest, verbal assaults, 
obstructing an officer, deadly force) . He argues that normative conflict is 
inherent in all authority-subject relations and is more likely to become 
overt when both subjects and authorities act congruent ly with their 
beliefs, when neither subjects or authorities are sophisticated in their 
abilities to manipulate the situation, and when the subjects are organized. 
Data for this research was obtained from official police reports , 
police personnel records and criminal histories of the batterers. 

In Charleston, officers are more inclined to encounter conflict when 
batterers are visibly intoxicated and the disputes are still in-progress. 
This is associated with the concept of sophistication or the knowledge and 
the ability to manipulate the opposition. Police- citizen conflict is also 
more likely when police arrest more than one disputant. This is associated 
with the concept of organization or the social support obtained from others 
present. Officers who are younger, nonwhite or female may be more likely to 
confront norm resistance at domestic calls when dealing with older, white, 
male batterers. The emerging pattern can be understood by the phenomenon of 
social deference or deference reversals. Failing to defer automatically to 
the officer's authority, some subjects instead evaluate the officer's 
social status (age, race and gender) in deciding whether to submit . 

The final hypothesis that was generated for this dissertation focused 
on the congruence between cultural and social norms. When consistent, overt 
conflict is more likely to follow. A domestic violence proarrest policy was 
examined in Savannah, GA. The results indicate that patrol officers 
continued to use discretion after administrators instituted the proarrest 
policy. The unintended consequences (i.e., authority-subject conflict) of 
the policy could not be evaluated. 
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In this study we examine the social reality of criminal law violation 
in Iceland, a modern society of only 260,000 inhabitants. Using various 
methods, available official crime data, newspaper reports , opinion 
survey results, Parliamentary debates and interviews, we establish an 
overview of the nature of the Icelandic criminal justice system. In 
addition we obtained an insight into human perceptions of the local crime 
situation. We found that even though by international standards the 
Icelandic crime situation may appear relatively trivial; we still found a 
concern with crime, especially regarding offenses related to substance 
abuse. This concern was moreover widely shared among the public , 
various legal authorities, newspaper accounts, and prison inmates 
themselves . 

The research findings support Durkheim's notion that some crime is a 
necessary social behavior in any society for moral boundary purposes, 
though the exact nature of the criminal behavior may differ depending on 
the social context. We contend, as Erikson did earlier, that crime and 
punishment are especially important at a time of both internal and external 
changes, as those that have taken place in Iceland in the past few decades. 
Moreover, with rapid modernization, we found that crime rates in Iceland 
have increased as predicted by Durkheim. Also, if income differentials 
increase, as some signs suggest they already have, we would expect, based 
on the assumptions of the conflict perspective, that crime rates will 
continue to increase in Iceland in the future. 
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Information Technology has expanded rapidly in research and academic 
libraries during the past few years. The purpose of this study was to 
investigate and evaluate the impact of information technology on academic 
libraries. Electronic information retrieval systems included in the study 
were: online catalogs, library resource sharing networks, CD-ROMs, and 
online searching systems. The impact of these information systems was 
examined in relation to public and technical services, with special 
attention to instructional methodology and library collection management. 

The Critical Incident Technique was employed to elicit reports of 
critical incidents in which the implementation and usage of information 
technology has affected technical and/or reference services in the 
undergraduate academic library. Interviews were conducted with 
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• administrators responsible for reference services at thirty colleges and 
universities in the Boston vicinity. Data collected at these sites 
confirmed that electronic information retrieval systems were found in all 
academic libraries included in this study. 

Nine instructional methods were identified as critical behavior 
patterns: orientation, bibliographic instruction, peer support, solicited 
assistance, unsolicited assistance, monitors, referrals, professional 
workshops, and reliance on printed materials. Data analysis verified that 
the usage of electronic information retrieval systems requires provision 
for an instructional component. 

Eight library operations and services were observed as affected by 
information technology. The Chi Square Test was administered to determine 
the relative impact of information technology on library operations. 
Collection development, circulation, information services and document 
delivery were found significantly affected by information technology. This 
affirmed that information technology has had an impact on the management of 
the library collection. 

The basic conclusion of this study is that a management plan needs to 
precede and accompany the implementation and usage of information 
technology. 
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The question of whether or not the news media distort the picture of 
crime in America has received little attention from sociologists and 
criminologists. This study attempts to address that question by testing two 
hypotheses. The general hypothesis of the study is: Newspaper crime 
reports are more likely to be biased when the crime involves African 
American and/or Hispanic offenders. The specific hypothesis of the study 
is: Newspaper crime reports are more likely to be biased when the crime 
includes African American and/or Hispanic offenders who have white victims 
, than when the crime involves offenders and victims of the same race. 

A content analysis is employed using seven hundred ninety-five (795) 
newspapers to generate a sample size of 1, 633 crime reports . Three 
newspapers, The New York Times, The Los Angeles Times, and The Atlanta 
Constitution are used because each newspaper represents a distinct 
geographical region in the United States and all are among the most read 
news dailies. 

The logit technique is employed because this technique allows the 
researcher to calculate percentages for categorical data as well as test 
for significance. Using the distribution of "Tone" as the dependent 
variable, the effects of race of victim , race of offender, time period, 
and newspaper are investigated. 
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This is an account of the making of the statutes passed in the 1870s 
which brought about the legalisation of trade unions in Britain, and which 
limited the criminal liabilities of organised workers. It seeks to trace 
the considerations influencing the governments which introduced those 
measures, and its primary emphasis is on the view from government. The 
purpose is to offer a different perspective to that which is provided by 
studies of the labour laws controversy written from the standpoint of the 
labour movement . 

The thesis endeavors to establish the conditions within which 
governmental decisions were made, and follows a broadly narrative 
structure. Chapter one surveys the state of the law between the 1840s and 
the mid-1860s. It is argued that developments in this early period were 
crucial in limiting the policy-options available to administrators in the 
1870s. Chapter two examines the nature of the crisis of trade unionism in 
1867, noting the mis-construction that is commonly placed upon the case of 
Hornby v Close. New evidence is produced to argue that, far from planning 
to repress unions, home office policy favoured a relaxation of the existing 
law. Chapter three reviews the various proposals for law reform submitted 
to the royal commission on trade unions, summarising the argument as being 
essentially one about the limits of law. Chapter four argues that the 
liberal government satisfied the institutional demand of the unions to be 
free from executive or judicial interference, and documents the rejection 
of schemes to confer a full corporate personality on them. Chapter five 
seeks to offer a revised account of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 
presenting it as an ill-fated attempt to carry out the policy of narrowing 
the involvement of the criminal law in industrial relations. Chapter six 
examines the intervention of the judiciary in the gas stokers 1 case, 1872, 
to thwart the intentions of Parliament. The emergence of a national 
employers 1 federation to defend the law, in reaction to the unions 1 
campaign for reform, raised forebodings of the intrusion of class conflicts 
into politics. Chapter seven, drawing largely upon new material, shows how 
Robert Lowe, liberal home secretary in 1873, responded to these fears, and 
prepared bills which sought to satisfy the unions' demands. Chapter eight 
argues that the conservative government in 1875 was simply carrying out the 
plans of the preceding administration. 
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This thesis explores the question of who is killing whom within 
families. The genetic relational distance or non-relatedness between 
offender/ victim categories is measured and analyzed for all family 
homicides which occurred in Chicago 1965-81. The distribution or 
incidence of homicide for 50 relational categories (first offender to 
victim ) is analyzed. The research hypothesis that non-blood related 
individuals are at greater risk to be killed by each other within families 
is supported. With the exception of brother/brother homicides and 
parent/son homicides, a pattern was exhibited wherein less closely related, 
affinally related, and unrelated family members were killed more often by 
each other. Marital homicides account for 65.9% of the total family 
homicides. Husbands and wives killed each other in almost equal numbers. It 
was concluded that family homicide is a non-random event and that genetic 
relatedness and other predictions derived from selection theory and 
coevolution may help explain the dynamics. Daly and Wilson's study of 
homicide and natural selection theory and Durham's "coevolutionary" theory 
wherein biology and culture is an interwoven process are discussed. 
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Medical doctors, educated in the curative medical care (CMC) model, 
assume managerial responsibilities for Primary Health Care (PHC) programs 
without adequate training. This case study identified problems that can 
render continuing education less effective than needed: conflicting values, 
norms and perspectives between the CMC and PHC models; inadequacies of 
competency based training and discrete training programs. 

Using the lens of an adult educator, the researcher analyzed 
information from trainers, participants and health officials regarding 
effectiveness of a program that taught doctors to become PHC managers in a 
developing country setting. 

Seven qualitative research methods were used in this case study: 
individual and focus group interviews, critical incidents and essays, 
document analysis, structured and participant observation. 

The study includes an analysis of key factors in the history, 
organization, administration and development of the program, and a profile 
of trainers and participants. 

Conditions that enabled learning were: egalitarian climate; explicit 
recognition of shared predicaments; relevance of curriculum and learning 
methods; small group learning; sincerity and credibility of trainers as 
role-models; humor and goodwill in learning transactions. 

Learning new competencies and perspectives was attributed to these 
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educational concepts: learning in context of the situation; conceptual 
models to organize complex ideas; sequencing PHC approaches before 
managerial concepts; developing a repertoire of problem framing and solving 
approaches; cultivation of critical thinking and reflectivity; 
collaborative modes of facilitation, a commitment to generating valid 
information, and exposure to alternatives. 

While learning to manage PHC programs, these doctors came to value 
open-mindedness, group problem solving, team-work and informed 
participation in matters of health. Negative views about the respectability 
and worth of the PHC approach were profoundly transformed in the direction 
of proaction, committedness and enthusiasm. Implications for medical 
educators and administrators of health programs were revealed in 
participants 1 appraisals of previous views and experiences in transferring 
learning to the job. 

The researcher concludes that PHC management training should emphasize 
transformation learning and should be part of an overall management 
development strategy. 
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The ultimate purpose of the study is to establish guidelines for 
designing transit stations that cost effectively reduce crime. Chicago's 
rail rapid transit system reports approximately 15,000 crimes per year 
and costs the city roughly $100 million annually. Unlike many factors that 
influence transit crime, station design is fully controlled by the Chicago 
Transit Authority (CTA) . Station designs that reduce crime will save 
Chicago and the CTA hundreds of thousands of dollars annually by minimizing 
the need for labor intensive deterrent systems, by increasing ridership and 
by preventing fare evasion. 

The results of the study indicate that high incident sites are the 
same for the two stations studied. High incident sites offer perpetrators 
visual access to most areas surrounding the site. High incident sites for 
crimes against people are characterized by large crowds, or people in 
isolation. Graffiti is apparent in areas which are highly visible to 
passengers. Transit employees are either not able to pay attention to an 
incident site, are not able to respond to observed incidents, or are not 
within visual access to an incident. High incident sites allow perpetrators 
to observe events outside the incident site which may negatively influence 
the successful outcome of a crime. Perpetrators can gather information from 
high incident sites to safely escape from events that may change the 
successful outcome of a crime. High incident sites always have more than 
one primary escape alternative and several secondary escape alternatives. 

An infinite number of possible escape routes , lack of visibility to 
a high incident site, congested crowds, isolated areas and empty stations 
all contribute to the likelihood of committing a successful crime. 

The guidelines resulting from the study describe how environmental 
configuration may reduce the likelihood of transit station crime by: 
Moderating crowd size during peak and off peak hours; Creating predictable 
crowd movement patterns; Minimizing crowd congestion and isolated 
individuals; Minimizing opportunities to observe prospective victims

without being seen; and offering fewer exit/escape alternatives. 
Prototypical transit station designs incorporating these guidelines are 
presented. 
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This study attempts to empirically validate the f ixated-regressed 
typology utilized in the child sexual abuse literature. The sample 
consisted of 136 consecutive cases of convicted child molesters tried in 
Pima County, Arizona over a two-year period (1984-1985) for whom case 
history, MMPI, pre-sentence reports, and police report data were 
collected prior to sentencing. Application of the criteria defining fixated 
versus regressed status yielded a unimodal and continuous distribution of ■ 
child molesters, rather than the bimodal distribution predicted by 
theory. In a multiple regression analysis, three independent variables, 
i.e., whether the victim and offender were related, an offender f s prior 
non-sex-criminal record, and offender age, significantly enhanced the 
accuracy of predicting an offender 1 s degree of regression. Alternative 
conceptualizations to the f ixated-regressed typology are described, and 
implications for understanding child molesters are discussed. 
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The growth of bureaucratic administration in the United States reached 
new heights during the Second World War. As the Roosevelt Administration 
attempted to direct successfully the war effort, the government created a 
wide range of agencies to deal with specific aspects of mobilization. The 
Committee on Chemotherapeutic and Other Agents (COC) , an integral part of 
wartime medical research, held initial responsibility for the allocation of 
penicillin to civilian patients. Employing objective guidelines, the COC 
equitably distributed the drug to civilians without regard to social 
status, political influence, or financial assets. Although some patients 
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and physicians questioned the authority of any bureaucratic agency to 
decide whether or not a patient received a life-saving drug, most Americans 
seemed to realize that the rigid criteria that prevented many individuals 
from receiving penicillin also insured its availability for eligible 
persons . 

The Office of Civilian Penicillin Distribution (OCPD) followed the 
same allocation guidelines as the Committee on Chemotherapeutic and Other 
Agents: only patients suffering from penicillin-sensitive diseases would 
receive the drug. The OCPD, however, provided the drug through a nationwide 
system of "depot hospitals." Although policy makers attempted to continue 
the equitable distribution criteria of the COC, they inadvertently denied 
institutionalized patients easy access to the drug. 

The media complicated penicillin allocation. Journalists who were 
unwilling to follow either the guidelines of the Office of War Information 
or those imposed by the COC Chairmen misinformed the American public 
about the exact nature of the rationing of the drug . Reports of persons 
who had somehow circumvented the guidelines of the COC seemed to suggest 
that distribution of penicillin was far less equitable than it was. 

The wartime distribution of penicillin had several major effects on 
postwar medicine. Although it helped to reiterate the role which academics 
might continue to play in postwar medical and scientific research, it also 
demonstrated the excitement which penicillin had generated. Many postwar 
physicians failed to prescribe antibiotics properly. Finally, the 
experience of wartime penicillin allocation gave Americans a foretaste of 
doctors as both beneficent healers and allocators of scarce medical 
resources. 
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This dissertation is an investigation of how physical design 
characteristics affect microspatial pattens of violent crime, especially 
rape in urban public places A review of crime specific literature, 
spatial literature on crime and crime prevention literature finds that over 
a third of all violent crime occurs in urban public places, but little is 
known about the precise location or characteristics of the crime sites, or 
of conclusive effects of the physical environment on crime prevention. 

Police incident reports were used to obtain data on 4 0 
variables for 590 cases of rape occurring in Seattle during 1981. Data 
analysis of 20 variables provided evidence of external validity of the 
Seattle sample when compared with the results of several other studies. The 
remaining variables describe the spatial distribution of rape in Seattle. 
The sites of 65 of these cases, that occurred in urban public places, 
were inventoried using a checklist of 42 environmental variables derived in 
part from crime prevention literature and from an earlier pilot study. A 
series of linear discriminant analyses of this data showed that a set of 
six environmental variables affecting the offender's control over the 
victim , had statistical significance in discriminating between the sites 
of attempted and completed rape. These six variables and their associated 
weights, in linear equation form, comprise a model for predicting precisely 
where rapes are likely to occur in urban public places. This model is 
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refined to facilitate calculating the probability that a completed rape 
will occur for a given urban public place. Five applications of the model 
to urban public places in which rapes had occurred, led to successful 
prediction of the precise location of four of the actual rape sites — an 
outcome shown to be highly unlikely the result of chance alone. 
Applications of the findings and of the model for urban planning and urban 
design, are discussed in terms of how to make existing environments safer, 
or to design new environments to be safe. The appendices contain detailed 
frequency tables on all 82 of the variables surveyed. 
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This thesis develops and estimates a model explaining the causes and 
consequences of the allocation of police. The contribution of the research 
concerns three major developments. The first is that a model which captures 
the full simultaneous relations is developd. Second, important problems 
concerning estimation of the model are overcome. Third, a superior data set 
allows the full model to be estimated. 

A four equation model is presented in order to estimate the 
distribution of crime within a city, the propensity to report crime , 
the allocation of police, and the distribution of clearances (arrests) . 
This four equation model has sufficient structure to identify the 
parameters of the model without arbitrarily excluding exogenous variables, 
thus overcoming the identification problem. 

The allocation model of public safety is derived from a 
bureaucratic allocation process. This model provides a look at the results 
of this process, and provides believable explanations for the observed 
behavior. No other such model of the allocation of police currently exists. 

Of major significance to the study is the reporting behavior 
equation. Separation between actual and reported crime proves vital to 
obtaining accurate estimates of the deterrence of police. This is made 
possible by the unique data set available. 

The unique data this study uses is across neighborhoods within a 
single city, using actual numbers of police. Most importantly, the data 
measures both crime reported to police, and a survey measure of "actual" 
crime. 

A LISREL latent variable model is developed in order to reestimate 
the allocation and deterrence model. This removes the problem of 
multicollinearity one step from the basic estimation, and the results of 
the model are upheld. 

Police are found to be a significant deterrent to criminal 
behavior. Further, police patrol is allocated by neighborhood. The results 
indicate the city is primarily concerned with crime rates. However, the 
allocation of local resources is found to depend on neighborhood quality 
independently of crime rates. There is evidence, however, that the overall 
allocation is slightly progressive. 
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The purpose of this study was to provide information as a basis for 
the development of public rape prevention programs, the addition of rape 
prevention training for police education programs, and the deployment of 
police. To accomplish this goal, an analysis was made of 1,409 rapes and 
attempted rapes reported to the Long Beach Police Department between the 
years of 1976 and 1980 inclusive and selected demographic information for 
the City of Long Beach, California. Information for this investigation was 
obtained from all police reports involving rape and the 197 6 census 
data . 

Based on the analysis of these data, significant differences were 
determined for all but two factors — day of week and month of year. The 
results of this study indicated the following findings, which were 
significant: (l)Rape is not evenly distributed through the City but 
rather is concentrated in specific geographic areas. This analysis 
indicated that certain demographic factors are highly correlated with the 
occurrence of rape: percentage of unemployed persons, which accounted for 
35 percent of the variance; population per square mile, which accounted for 
another 13 percent; percentage of single unit structures; number of 
Hispanics; percentage of persons 14 years and under; and number of Blacks. 
(2) The majority (80 percent) of the rapes are committed by strangers, with 
the remainder falling into the categories of acquaintances, friends or 
relatives. (3) After sunset the number of rapes begins to increase and 
reaches its peak about midnight, decreasing until sunrise. (4) Rape suspects 
tend to be unarmed in the majority (69 percent) of the cases. In those 
cases in which the suspect was armed, the most frequent type of weapon was 
a knife. ( 5 ) Eighty-six percent of the rapes were perpetrated by a single 
suspect. (6) The number of rape victims who are less than ten years old is 
extremely low. At age 10 the number of rapes increases to a peak at 20 
years of age and decreases rapidly until about the age of 35 years, at 
which point it again levels off. (7) The greatest percentage of victims 
were White (75.2 percent). This was followed by Black victims (16.9 
percent); Hispanic victims (5.5 percent); and Asian victims (2.4 
percent). (8)The greatest number of rapes (53.8 percent) were perpetrated 
by Black suspects. This was followed by White suspects (35.5 percent); 
Hispanic suspects (10.2 percent); and Asian suspects (0.4 percent). (9)Rape 
tends to be an interracial offense when a white suspect is involved and an 
intraracial offense when there is a Black suspect involved. When the 
suspect is Hispanic, rape tends to be an intraracial offense. The small 
number of Asian suspects makes it difficult to determine any meaningful 
statistic as to whether they were primarily involved in interracial or 
intraracial offenses. (10) There is a high correlation between the type of 
location where the suspect first encountered the victim and the type of 
location where the crime occurred. The most frequent location of initial 
contact was the victim f s residence (44 percent). This was followed by 
street contact in 26 percent of the cases, and by the victim ? s accepting 
a ride in 9 percent of the cases.

An experiment was conducted to investigate the effects of gender of 
respondent, nature of assault, severity of assault, and resistance of 
victim on respondents 1 perceptions of assault victims . Attention was 
focused on the subjects 1 perceptions of rape victims , especially as these 
perceptions related to blame and derogation. Utilizing methodological 
improvements suggested by Feild (1978) and Shaver (1973) regarding the 
multi-dimensional quality of the concepts of "attitudes toward rape" and 
"responsibility" respectively, the defensive attribution model of Shaver 
(1973) was tested against the just world hypothesis of Lerner (1966) . 

One hundred sixty undergraduates from Loyola University of Chicago 
read purported self reports of assault victims and responded to items 
dealing with the victim ' s personality and behavioral characteristics, the 

victim 1 s facilitation of the assault, the victim f s reaction to the 
assault, and the subject's empathy with the victim .A2x2x2x2 
factorial design was devised in which male-female subjects commented on 
victims who resisted- submitted to completed-attempted rape-robbery 
assaults. Predictions of lessened attributions of responsibility and 
lessened derogation by fate similar subjects were confirmed. Hypotheses 
predicting the stigmatization of rape victims were supported. Mixed 
results were obtained concerning the effect of the severity of the assault 
and the effect of the victim 1 s resistance on how the victim was 
perceived . 

The victim of rape was generally perceived in a relatively 
sympathetic manner. That stigmatization which did exist manifested itself 
primarily as holding the victim somehow behaviorally responsible for the 
assault and as perceiving the victim as experiencing shame and guilt as a 
function of being sexually assaulted. The victim was seen as being 
hesitant to report the incident to officials or significant others due 
to the fear of experiencing further trauma and castigation from those meant 
to give support and comfort . 

Suggestions for future research included the continuance of the 
methodological improvements utilized in this study and the necessity of 
using various subject populations. The issue of attitude change and the 
enhancement of empathy for the victim was discussed.

This study examined how and under what circumstances heroin addicts 
(a) terminate heroin use, and (b) maintain long-term living adjustments 
which do not include the use of heroin or other opioids. Eighteen men and 
eleven women, through intensive tape recorded life-history interviewing, 
provided autobiographic accounts of significant events in their lives from 
before the first use of heroin to the time of the interview. Long-term 
abstinence ranged from 2.1 to 24.5 years and the mean duration was 6.5 
years. The duration of heroin-using careers ranged from one to 59 years and 
the mean duration was 14.3 years. The respondents ranged in age from 25 to 
76 years and the mean age was 40.6. All respondents were California 
residents with the majority living in and around Los Angeles County. The 
sample included 14 (48%) Chicanos, 11 (38%) Whites, 4 (14%) Blacks, and one 
(3%) American Indian. The study found that: (1) Many of the respondents 
had a fear of heroin before they actually tried the drug . The report 
includes information on how the fear of heroin is overcome and the first 
fix taken. (2) The psychological, social, and physical punishments 
associated with living the heroin existence are an important causal factor 
in triggering a decision to quit heroin use. (3) Many of the respondents 
during states of profound misery, despair, and mental and physical 
exhaustion experienced an acute cognitive/emotional experience which was 
sometimes of etiological significance in dramatic behavioral and 
personality change. This phenomenon, termed a "naked lunch" was found to 
closely fit findings in the scientific literature bearing on the topics of 
"brain washing", religious conversion, and altered personality states 
following natural or artificial trauma. The "naked lunch" experience was 
often implicated in turning point decisions to either suicide or to quit 
heroin use. (4) The making and maintaining of a new heroin free life 
involves two distinct but mutually complementary social adjustment 
processes. In the early phase of quitting heroin use the newly abstinent 
addict is involved in an "extrication" process during which he .struggles to 
break away from the social bonds to the heroin world. Success in the 
extrication work frees energies for the abstinent addict to apply to the 
"accommodation" process of finding a peaceful place in conventional 
society. The extrication and accommodation processes were found to depend 
heavily on symbolic interaction between the abstinent addict and 
significant others. (5) Long-term abstinent addicts find effective coping 
mechanisms for avoiding the temptation to resume heroin use. The report 
includes findings and examples of avoiding relapse in a variety of 
situations. The report includes a comprehensive review of the relevant 
literature and a section on the implications of the study and suggestions 
for future research.

Abstract: Obj ectives . -To conduct the first nationwide investigation of 
violent deaths associated with schools in the United States, to 
quantify the risk of school-associated violent death, and to identify 
epidemiologic features of these deaths.

Conclusions . -School-associated violent deaths were more common than 
previously estimated. The epidemiologic features of these deaths were 
similar to those of homicides and suicides that occur elsewhere. A 
comprehensive approach that addresses violent injury and death among 
young people at school and elsewhere in the community is suggested.
